Is well kno%vn, ho snid, that oaaaa of sovoro 
illnoss follow the oating ot somo ' chooso. 
Sucb instances uro of frequont ocourrenco tn 
tho north German countries and tho Unitod 
States. In England they are less frequently 
observed, while in Franco, whore much 
choose is made and oatan, those oases ore 
said to occur very raroly. A few years ago 
the reputation of it largo choose factory in 
northern Ohio was destroyed by tho great 
number of casos of alarming illnoss arising 
from oating its choose. Dairymen know 
this chooso as "sick" choess. 


KIN'DS OK CHEESE THAT ARE POISONOUS. 
A Gorman author says: "Tho numerous 


kinds of soft cheese prepared la small fami- 
lies or o:t small farnu are generally ^Q 
cituso of the symptoms, while it is quite o.t- 
captional to hoar of symptoms arising from 
tbo Uio of choose prepared in large quanti- 
ties," Home two years ago a family iu Al- 
pona, Mich., was poisoned by eating or cot- 
tago choose; but tho cheojo wkicb poisoned 
so niuay in this state last year was mado at 
ono of tho largest factories in the state, and 
by a thoroughly experienced cheosomakor. 
Tho old foul-smelling choose, such as Lim- 
burgor and Sohwoltzor, have never boon 
known to bo poisonous. 


EFFECTS OF THE CHEESE. 


Tho symptoms produced by "sick" choeso, 


as reported by Gorman and American phy- 
sicians, agree quite closely, and are a? fol- 
lows: Drynoss of tho mouth and throat 
with a sense of constriction, nausea, vomit- 
ing. diarrhea, headache, sometimes double 
vision, and 'marked nervous prostration. 
In rare instances' tho sufferer dies from col- 
lapse. Ai a rulo, recovery occurs in a fen 
hours, or at most aftor a few days. Tho 
symptoms of ohoiist- poisoning and thoso o( 
sausage, canned meats, and Qah-poisoning 
are very similar, though, death results inoro 
frequently from the othew mentioned than 
from cheese-poisoning. 


APPEARANCE OP THE CHEESE. 


Tbo samples of choose examined had no 


peculiarities of appearance, odor or taste by 
whloh it could be distinguished from jjood 
cheese. It is truo that if two pieces of 
cheese — ono poisonous and the other whole- 
some—wore oflored to adojc or a cat, tho 
animal would select the good chooso. But 
tiiis was probably duo to an acutonoss of tho 
sense of smell possessed by tho animal nnd 
not belonging to man. Indeed, If n person 
tastod a cheese knowing that it was poison- 
ous, bo might detect a sharpness of taste 
which would not ordinarily bo noticed. 
CAN WE RECOGNIZE POISONOUS CUEESE! 


TLoro is no certain means aside from a 


chemical examination, by which a poisonous 
chooso can bo distinguished from a wholo- 
soms one. The most reliable ready motho.l 
is probably that proposed by Dr. Vaughan 
a year ago, and it is as folio wa: Press Q 
imiill strip ot b'.uo Htmus paper (which can 
be obtained at any drue store) against a 
freshly-cut surfaco of the cheese. If tht 
paper i< reddened instantly and intonsalj 
the choose may bo regarded with suspicion. 
Wieu treated in this way any green chews 
will redden tho litmus paper, bub ordinarily 
the reddening will be produced slowly and 
will bo slight 
It tb.o piece of cheese bo dry, 


a small bit should bo rubbed up with an 
equal volume of water, and tho paper should 
then bo dipped in tho wator. 


Dr. Vaughan does not regard tho above 


test as free from error, but as' the most ro- 
liable ready means now known. 
Evory 


grocoryman should apply this test to oacb 
fresh chooso which ha cuts. The depth ol 
tho reddening of tho papor may bo com- 
pared with that produced by chooso which 
is known to bo wholesome. 


. 
NATURE OF THE POISON. 


Dr. Vaugban has succeedol in isolating 


tho poison, to which he has Klvon tho name 
tyrotoxioou (from two Greek words which 
moan cheese and poison). It is a product of 
slight putrefaction in tho chaeso which 
probably occurs in tho vnt, as the curd has 
boon known to poison a person. 
By this 


slight putrefaction, or oxctssiro formonta- 
tion as it may bo called, a largo amount of 
butyric acid is formed, nnd this in tho pres- 
ence of tho casein of tho cheese Is capable of 
developing a poison. 
Different samples of 


poisonous cbooso contain different amounts 
of tho poison. 
Tbe same weight of cheese 


from one cake fumiahed three timos 03 
much poison as that from another cake. 


Tho poison was obtained in long, aoodlo- 


shapod crystals which are fraely soluble in 
water, chloroform, alcohol and othor. The 
smallest visible fragment of a 
crystal 


placed upon tho end of tho tonguo causes a 
sharp, stinging pain at the point of applica- 
tion, and ID a few minutos drynoss and con- 
striction of throat A slightly larger amount 
produced nausea, vomiting and diarrhea. 
Tho poison is volatile at the temperature ot 
boiling water, and for this reason even poi- 
sonous choeso may be oaten with impunity 
after being cooked. The substance has also 
a marked, pungent odor, and through tha 
noso one can obtain sufficient of tho vola- 
tile poison to produce drynoss of tho throat. 
This is true, however, only in the insolated 
poison. In the cheese the taste and odor ot 
the poison are both modified to such an ex- 
tant that they would not be recognized, as 
has already been stated.

Pierce was systematically weighing, study- 
ing and osporimontinE with tbii hi^hly- 
hoated gases generated in tho pi'oeoss ol 
converting. wood into charcoal, ;and tho re- 
sult li an boon a wondorful discovery, and I 
nm informed that ho liaa secured a patent 
that will result in revolutionizing tho pro- 
cess of making charcoal iron. 


"The largo cone-like ovens are first filled 


with from 105 to 300 cords of wood, and 
highly heated air is driven into the ovon, 
buttho wood is not: ignited, and thus tb> 
wood is converted to charcoal and no ma- 
terial of tho wood is destroyed.

Ho has discovered a process or 
convoying those bitborto unused gases to an 
improved furnace stack, and with a very 
small quantity of charcoal the crude oro is 
converted into n superior quality of pig iron. 

A largo furnace is 
now being coustriictod to put in operation 
on a more extensive scale thfs now process 
discovered by Dr. Piorco. This discovery 
was not by accident, but it is rather the re- 
sult of study and pursuing the well known 
laws of chemistry."

Whatever delay 
and annoyance tho fair OU9 may bo subject 
to from alleged mashers, who often frequent 
Lho storas to take up the time of tho young 
Indies who wait on them on tho pretext oC 
some trivial purchase, does not come to 
those who have not a pretty Caco." 


"There isn't anything interesting to bo said 


about the way wo spend our time," Paid a 
young lady with pretty brown^oyos that 
looked through a pair of spectacles at tho 
reporter, who had introduced himself and 
asked tho question as she stood behind tho 
conn ter. "It's just hard work, and that's 
ull there is to it. Whon there aro no cus- 
tomers to.1 attend to wo aro expected co be 
putting the counters and shelves in more 
attractive condition, and in other ways help- 
ing in tho business.

further down the aisle, who was examining 
some handkerchiefs in a leisurely manner, 
doesn't want to buy anything.

«n~or In Ancient Tlmss—Its Jlcdlcnl U»e 


—An American Candy Shop.

It was fa the form of irhito crystalline 


candy that sugar 
was introduced into 


Europe through China. 
Sugar was the' 


name given to tho Chinese candy. Its deri- 
vation, however, is from the Indian shukar 
—naturally enough, as through India It 
camo Into Europe. Candy is a moro recent 
term, and has ront tho philologists, who aro 
divided between Candid, whoro the Spanish 
Introduced work in sugar; tho Arabic 
candia, 
tbe Indian 
khand 
and 
the 


Latin candiduro. But after tho industry 
wiis established in Europe and sugar-houses 
were built, its uso was largely increased, in 
tho form of-medicine. It isamu-ing to road 
of tho doctors' quarrel*. 
Several physi- 


cians, under tho leadership of Dr. Willis, in 
seventeenth century, formed a society ot 
anti-saccharltos. Sugar, thoy said, makes 
hogV. flesh tender, therefore it tends to de- 
cay. 
Taken into tho human system, it 


makes tho lungs spongy. To its uso thoy at- 
tributed consumption, never before known, 
and now largely increasing. Another phy- 
sician writos: "To drink diluted sugar— 
1'ean Sucre of Franco—is us pernicious as to 
drink aquafortis."

Scurvy was then tho fashionable disease, 


as malaria is now, and sugar was tho 
fashionable remedy. 
TheoJoro Sala, the

sugar. Somery, on the othorhand, believed 
that sugar caused tbo vapors—in our day 
wo would say, sulks. Wo know bettor; and 
that, on tho contrary, neglect to bring horiie 
a box oC chocolate creams or marrons- 
glacos has boon known to bring on tho 
vapor*. But Slaro was the groat defender 
o£ sugar. In 1713 ho wrote his "Vindication 
of Sugar," in which

afllrms that "to defraud inrunts of sugar is 
a very cruel thins, " noS a crying sliamo." 
This is true, and yet Slaro await? his monu- 
ment! Ho also ailvis.vi tho use of sugar ns 
tooth-powder.

In
